AUGUSTANA LUTHERANS 
ADOPT PROCEDURE FOR 
FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS 

A procedure for funeral arrange- 
ments “in harmony with the expres- 
sion of our Christian faith’ was 
adopted at Omaha, Nebr. by the 
98th annual synod of the Augustana 
Lutheran Church. It was proposed 
by the denomination’s Commission 
on Social Action. 

The recommended regulations: 

(1) The pastor should be con- 
sulted before funeral aisspegaeats 
are made. 

(2) A funeral director ‘should be 
selected in advance of an emergency. 

(3) A burial site should be con- 
sidered before emergencies arise. 

(4) The funeral should ks held as 
soon as practicable. ‘ 

(5) Christian stewardship should 
be exercised in funeral wees 
itures. 

(6) Memorial gifts should be giv- 
en to the Church institutions, or 
some worthy charity as a worthy 
manner of honoring the dead. 

(7) If there is cremation the ash- 
es should be properly interred. 

(8) The church building should 
be considered the proper place for 
funeral services of church members. 

(9) The casket should remain 
closed during and after the funeral 
service. 

(10) It should be considered 
proper to conduct the committal 
service either at the place of the 
funeral service or the cemetery. 

(11) All should bear in mind that 
the service of the Church should 
be separate and apart from other 
rites. 

(12) An autopsy should be en- 
couraged whenever it*gives promise 
of promoting human welfare.

two simultaneous merger negotiations? 
The preservation of theories of theol- 
ogy is a greater factor in the three- 
way merger than appears on the sur- 
face (ALC, ELC, and UELC). It has 
been stated that the merger of ALC, 
ELC, UELC, and LFC would form a 
middle-of-the-road Church. Which 
criterion is used in classifying Luther- 
ans right, left, center? Are there de- 
grees in Lutheranism? Are those who 
are right of center Lutherans with 
a plus? And are those who are left 
of center Lutherans with a minus? 
When is a Lutheran a Lutheran? 


In the preamble to merger negotia- 
tions, the United Lutheran Church, 
the Augustana Lutheran Church, the 
American Ev. Luth. Church, and the 
Suomi Lutheran Church reaffirm. the 
fundamental Evangelical principle that 
the Holy Scriptures and the Lutheran 
Confessions are basic for Lutheran 
Unity. 


All three Lutheran groups accept the 
Word of God as the highest authority 
in the Church and subscribe without 
reservations to the Lutheran Con- 
fessions. When an objective evaluation 
is made, it is obvious that it is theories 
of theology and ethics that keep the 
three groups of Lutherans apart.
